Not only must the interest charges on that studendous sum of money 
be met, but an effort must be made to reduce the principal sum from year to, 
year until it is brought to a level where it can be carried without constituting | 
a burden and an ever present obstacle to the inauguration of enterprises | 
essential to the continued betterment and progress of the country. | 

There is only one way in which this burden of debt can be carried and | 
removed, and that is through taxation, and the people of Canada must, there- 
fore, be prepared to y heavy taxes for many years to come. It is their 
contribution to the peace and personal liberty they enjoy; it is one of the | 
duties of citizenship which they must ungrudgingly discharge. And heavy 
though these taxes may bear, they are light in Canada when placed in com: | 
parison with what the people of most countries throughout the world LOBBY 
are called upon to pay. 

But there is only one way in which taxes can be paid, and that is through 
the industry and labor of the people—not a portion of the population, but all | 
the people. Wealth is not produced through the process of printing bank | 
bills.

Perfects New Method 

In no country, perhaps, is the Civil 
Service noted for originality in any 
direction; and most of the inventions 
which are adopted by Government de- 
partments have come from outside 
sources. ‘The British faculty for in- 
vention crops up, however, in the 
‘most unlikely places. A case occurred 
recently in Great Britain where a re- 
tired member of the post office spent 
his pensioned leisure in devising a 
better way of performing one of the 
most clementary operations in a cen- 
tral post office—the sorting \of letters 
into bundles, each for a particular 
Jocality, and the distribution of these 
bundlés to the right place for dis 
patch on the appropriate mail vans. j 
This earnest official had probably 
noticed that the usual arrangements 
in sorting offices were far from per- 
fect. The mechanism was so arrang- 
ed that the sorting clerks could read- 
ily, unless they were most careful, 
|send a bundle intended for some 
northern district on to the track laid 
for southern district letters, As 
much as half an hour would be wast- 
ed in correcting such mistakes, which 
might easily lead to the loss of an im- 
portant mail for the erring bundle.

Loganberries in Alberta 


| Experiments Being Made by Alberta 
Provincial Government 

The Provincial Government of Al- 
berta is experimenting with logan- 
| berry bushes with the object of find- 
}ing out whether they can be success- 
fully grown in that province. This 
announcement is made by Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, Provincial Minister of Agri- 
culture, who states that a number of 
bushes have been imported from the 
United States and have been planted 
in groups of half a dozen on farms in 
various sections of the province. 

British Columbia fruit growers al- 
ready are keenly interested in this 
product and several acres are under 
cultivation on Vancouver Island and 
Lulu Island, The growers are form-} 
ing co-operative societies to handle 
the fruit and the juice which is made 
from it. Eighty growers gathered at 
a meeting held in the city of Vancou- 
ver recently to discuss the interests; 
of the enterprise and much valuable 
information was adduced. 

One grower estimated that fifty 
acres are now under crop on Lulu Is- 
land alone and he prophesied that 
there would be 600 acres planted 
within the next two years, In this} 
case factories will have to be built to 
take care of the product and selling 
agencies must be establisned to dis- 
pose of it to best advantage.

The total 
number operating in the Dominion in 
1920 was 139, with an aggregate en- 
rolment of 60.546 students. 

Thése schools conduct courses in 
every branch of industrial and com: 
mercial occupations. Pre-vocational 
classes prepare juniors for appren- 
liceship or for regular vocational 
courses. Part-time co-operative or 
continuation classes provide special 
instruction for apprentices and 
juvenile employees. Evening unit 
courses are provided for skilled and 
unskilled workers in all branches of 
industry who wish to prepare them: 
selves for promotion. Vocational and 
technical day classes prepare students 
and for 
entrance into advanced classes in 
technical and commercial colleges and 
universities. Special classes are pro 
vided for women and girls. Corres 
pondence courses in mining are con 
ducted in British Columbia, Alberta 
and Nova Scotia. 

The major lines of activity to which 
the vocational or technical education 
programme is being adjusted are: (1) 
Wholesale and retail business, includ 
ing importing and exporting; (2) 
banking, brokerage and insurance;

HAWKERS AND PEDLARS. 

An Ontario newspaper rises to remark that the time 
has about arrived when the council of this town and 
others will have to enact some kind of effective civic 
ordinance to prevent out-siders who do not pay any taxes 
from doing business in town to the detriment of the 
citizens who are the largest contributors in taxes to the 
municipal treasury. Almost every day a solicitor is 
going about town looking for orders in the grocery, 
hardware and dry goods line. The country newspapers 
here and there are raising protests against this kind of 
untaxed business. It is not always easy to arouse the 
country newspapers ‘to register an objection because it 
has for years been a victim of, pedlars from cheap city 
printing houses and the very men who protest against 
the tea pedlar, the carpet bag wirer, the’ superior boot 
agent, or the representative of the Peoples jThis and 
That are the ones who patronize the’ printing pedlar. 
But the country newspaper has a duty in this regard. 
In these days of extremely high taxes the. merchant who 
pays the taxes must be protected against the transient 
who not only pays no taxes, but bedevils local conditions 
by offering vastly inferior quality at a much lower price. 
The local man who pays the taxes must be given a 
chance and if the people will not do it voluntarily the 
eivic governing body must take action. And when ac- 
sideration. 2 

The east and the west evidently is much the same in 
this respect, although the west has the “Hawkers and 
Pedlars Act”, which does not seem to fill the bill. We 
have the same difficulties with the transient trader 
nuisance, and as another exchange remarks, we doubt 
if there is a line of business in town that is not concerned 
in this matter. You may gain a nickle on a few pur- 
chases from these shylock city firms, but cannot escape 
being a “sucker” in the pool as long as you are in business 
in the town and pay into the general tax fund. 

As so much of the taxes are raised on stock, ma- 
chinery, etc., why cannot a certain portion of this be 
credited to hawkers and pedlers and they be requested|= 
to pay ap equal sum before being allowed to do business 
in town

A man may delude himself, into believing that 
when he buys a suit of clothes from a mail order 
house for $10 he is saving money, but what is there 
to justfy him in such a belief? The mere fact 
that he is getting a suit for $10 does not mean that 
he is saving money. The chances are that if he 
should go to the man who runs the clothing store 
in his own town and ask’ for it he could get a suit of 
clothes for $10 and the chances are also that it 
would be just as good if not a better bargain than 
the suit which he could get from the mail order 
house for the same sum. It is not the price he 
pays that shows whether he is getting a bargain or 
not. It is the quality of goods that he gets for 
his money that counts. 

Undersell The Mail Order House 

The home merchant can sell as cheaply as the 
mail order man if he sells as cheap goods as the 
mail order man sells. His expenses are not as 
heavy as the mail order man. He pays less rent 
in proportion to the Business he does, his taxes are 
less in proportion to the capital invested. His ad- 
vertising bills are less than those of the mail order 
man in proportion to the volum He can 
under sell the mail order man any day of the year 
if he wishes to sell only goods of the same quality 
and style of those sold by the mail order man, but 
he doesn’t do this because he knows that the major- 
ity of the people in his town do not want that qual- 
ity and style of goods Therefore he keeps in stock 
goods of all qualities and prices He has the $10 
suit for the man who thinks he can get more for his 
money by buying a suit at that price than he can 
hy buying a better one for $20, but he tells the 
customer just what he is buying. 


That is the defence\of the man who buys from 
the mail order house instead of patronizing the 
merchants in his home town. He says he can get 
more for his money when he buys from the mail 
order man than when he spends his money at 
home. But in arriving at\that conclusion he cer- 
tainly has not been able to\ look further than the 
end of his nose.. \ 

In most cases the man who buys goods from Can 
a mail order house does so because he thinks he 
is getting the goods for less money than he would 
have to pay for them at the stare In his own town. 
He thinks he is looking out for No. 1 and says it 
is not-his fault if the merchant jn his town cannot 
make any money and is forced tq go out of busin-

Summerfallow Tendencies 


Intertilled Crops Have a Great Many 


Advantages 
While no one questions the fact 
that summerfallowing will  practt- 


cally ensure a crop the following 
year, yet this practice has its unde- 
sirable points as well. 

Probably the first drawback to 
the use of the summerfallow is its 
Another is the fact that it 
causes a serious loss of humus from 
the soil with the resultant danger of 


cost. 


soil drifting, ‘These disadvantages 
are so serious that it is necessary 
to find substitutes to replace the 


bare fallow. 

The first requisite of a summerfal- 
low substitute is that it produce the 
same result in preparing the land for 
grain crops that the fallow does with- 
out all its advantages.  Intertilled 
crops have a great many of the ad- 
vantages of the tallow in the prepara- 
tion of the ground for crop and, while 
they do not entirely eliminate its dis- 
advantages, yet do so to a large ex- 
tent. 

The number of crops which may 
be considered intertilled crops has 
been considerably increasing by the 
plan of sowing small grains and 
similar crops in double and triple 
row groups with wide spacing  be- 
tween the groups of rows. 

Corn is one of the intertilled crops 
which has proven its value as a sum- 
mertallow substitute, It can be suc- 
cessfully grown over a considerable 
area of the west and experiments car- 
ried on over a number of years have 
proved conclusively that, in districts 
of fair rainfall, wheat will yield fully 
as well, if not better, after corn than 
after bare fallow. Corn also posses-

Potatoes, also, have proven good 
summerfallow substitutes, though the 
yield of wheat after them is hardly 
as good as after corn. 

Less experimental work has been 
done with the other crops as yet, 
but some of them at least show a de- 
cided promise, 

Sunflowers will give a larger yield 
of fodder than corn under the same 
conditions, but the results of experi- 
ments so far as they have gone would 
indicate that the moisture require- 
ments of this crop are so great as to 
tend to lessen the yield of the follow: 
ing grain crop. 

Roots are not so satisfactory on 
of the large amount of 
labor required to handle them and 
also because they do not yield heavily 
on stubble ground, 

Very little data is at present avail- 
able on the growing of intertilled 
crops of wheat, oats and barley in two 
or three row groups and also millet 
and similar crops, It has, unques- 
tionably, been establislied that they 
will yleld sufficiently well to pay, but 
data on their effects on the following 
crop of grain is not available yet, but 
should be before long with the 
amount of experimental work being 
done in this connection. They, un- 
doubtedly, show decided promise and 
are worthy of extensive trial.—N. D.

Saskatchewan Brands Act 


Many Brands Will Have 
Renewed this Year 

A violation of the Brands Act, re- 
sulting in conviction and fine, is re- 
ported by the Saskatchewan provin- 
cial police to the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for the province. The 
case occurred in Goodwater, and as it 
was a first offence and there were ex- 
tenuating ¢ircumstatices, the mint- 
mum fine of $5.00 was imposed, al- 
though the act provides for a maxti- 
mum fine of $200.00, 

W. F. Windeatt, recorder of brands, 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
states that the act respecting brands 
is on the whole very well observed, as 
ranchers and farmers generally real- 
ize the benefit the livestock industry 
receives from an act which gives a 
man prima facie evidence in any court 
or tribunal in Saskatchewan of the 
ownership by the owner of any 
brand of the animal bearing the same 
brand. 

Many brands have to be renewed 
this year, as the brands allotted in 
both 1916 and 1918 have to be renew- 
ed before December $1, 1922. In 
1916 brands were issued for a six-year 
period, but the act was amended in 
1918 when brands were allotted for 
four years, so that brands allotted in 
1918. have to be renewed a year before 
the brands allotted in 1917.

Australia Building 
Mammoth Radio Station 


Will Be Able to Communicate With 
Great Britain Direct 

The preliminary work of establish- 

ing the mammoth Alustralian radio sta- 

tion for direct communication with 


|Great Britain has been begun. 


The sub-stations for overseas traf- 
fic will be about three times as power- 
ful as any European station today. 
It will take two years before the cen- 
tral and feeder stations are complet- 
ed. As a normal performance the 
chief station will be able to speak 
direct over 12,000 miles for the great- 
er part of any working day. 

Receiving and sending stations to 
correspond will be built in Canada 
during the same period, The plant 
for the main station will be im- 
ported from England, but the plant 
for the feeder stations will be manu- 
factured in Australia, one for each 
of the states, 

The combined cost of all these sta- 
tions will be about $5,000,000. The 
main station will consist of a trans- 
mitter and receiver terminal 30 miles

Statistics Show More Infantry Officers 
Killed Than Airmen 

There was less danger of death in 

the late war to officers who fought in 


the air than to those who combatted’ 


on the earth. French statistics show 
that 29 per cent. of infantry officers 
were killed, while only 21 per cent. 
of aviation officers lost their lives, 

The fatalities among officers in gen- 
eral as compared to enlisted men in 
all branches were nearly equal, being 
19 per cent. for the former and 18.5 
per cent. for the latter. 

The percentage of losses by age 
show that the 20-year-old. soldiers, 
both officers and men, suffered the 
most. Here the death list was 29.2 
per cent., while men from 45 to 650 
years old lost in killed between 
3 per cent. and 5 per cent. of their 
numbers,

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Admiral Sir Lewis Beaumont, retir- 
ed former first lord of the admiralty 
and high commissioner to Egypt, died 
June 19, 

The first annual convention of the 
Amputation Association of Great War 
Veterans will be held in Vancouver, 
September 21, 22 and 23. 

More than a million feet of stand- 
{ng timber, poles and posts valued at 
$9,000 have been destroyed by bush 
fires on the Arrowhead branch of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 

In order to avoid the perils of an- 
thrax, the United States Government 
has passed a bill prohibiting importa- 
tion and interstate commerce in 
brushes made of horsehair. 

The British Government has inform- 
ed the Egyptian Government that the 
preferential treatment heretofore ac- 
corded Egyptian products passing 
their customs has been abolished in 
consequence of Egypt’s new status. 

Satisfied that their small schooner 
yacht Diablesse, which brought them 
across the Atlantic to the British Isles 
last year, could take them back to 
New York, Mr. and Mrs. John B. Kelly 
sailed recently on the homeward voy- 
age. 

Sixty thousand people passed the 
coffin of Lieutenant Bennett, the air- 
man who was killed at the same time 
as Sir Ross Smith, who met an acci- 
dental death in England, as the body 
lay in state in Queen’s Hall in the 
Parliament House, Melbourne.
